THE JOINT HIGH COMMISSION. 
Wasuninerow, Feb, 12.—The new jotat high 
commission between Great Britain and the 
United States, which is to convene here in a 
week or 80, continues to be the subject of 
various speculation and comment on all sides. 
The English Legation are very much 
at the result, and prophesy that in two 
months treaties will be negotiated for the 
settlement of the boundary dispute, the fish- 
ery troubles, and the Alabama claims. Quite 
a number of Senators and membersare a little 
dubious, however, and some think that so far 
from England having made any concessions all 
have been made by the Administration. 
Great stress is laid upon the fact that this 
Government has agreed to let all the British 
claims which arose out of the rebellion to 
come in as counter to the claims, 
which is whe very point that the Johnson- 
Clarendon treaty covered and which the 
United States Senate almost unanimously 
rejected. These claims cover large amounts, 
including cotton belonging to British subjects 
which this Goverument seized and sold during 
and since the war in the South. The 
diplomatic move made by Engiand 
more able and carries more stuff 
than the Government, or any 
of us, anticipated. Proposing to concede 
everything, and putting forward the fisheries 
and St. Lawrence, the most aggravating sub - 
jects to us, as specimens of liberality, the 
English Government has secured a commis- 
sion on a basis that really leaves all open to 
discussion. It now leaks out that the out- 
rages perpetrated by the Fenian banditti in 
Canada, and the losses incurred by English 
citizens at the South, are to be putin es off- 
sets to the Alabama claims. The gentlemen 
selected to represent the English Goverament 
are far-abler than ours, and, if we except Gen. 
Schenek, there is not one left able to cope 


‘with these experienced diplomatists. The 


Engiish pumps are as follows: Earl De G:ay 
and Ripon, formerly well known as a mem- 
ber of the House of Commons, under his 
courteous title of Lord Goderick, and as 
ap advanced Radical. He came to his 
title, about seveu years ago, as Lord 
Ripon. Subsequently he fell heir to the title 
of Earl De Grey, and, it being an older title 
than Ripon, he. bears the joint title. He is 
about torty-five years old, and possesses mod- 
erate abilities. Professor Montague Bernard, 
Professor of International Law at Oxford, 
smthor of a ponderous work, supposed to 
have been written at the suggestion of the 
laté Earl Clarendon, on the neutrality of Eng- 
land during our civil war, and ultra Eaclish 
in tone; aman of marked ability, about forty- 
three years old. Lord Tenterden, the Secre- 
tary, better known as Mr. Abbott, of the 
Foreign Office, he having succeeded to bis 
title Only last year. He is known to be the 
author ot Lord Clarendon’s notes and observa- 
tions in answer to Secretary Fish’s dispatch 
regarding the Alabama question of the 26th 
of September, 1869. He is said to be a man 
ot great attainments, and about forty years 
old. Sir John McDonald, the present Premier 
of Canada, is probably the ablest man in the 
commise ion. i 
LATER. 

Sir John Rose, one of the high commission- 
ers ou the part of Great Britaiv, has resigned 
that position, and sails for Englandon Wed- 
nesday. It is thought at the British Legation 
that the Duke of Devonshire or Duke of Ar- 
gyle will be appointed to fill the vacancy.

But there. is 
in both a thrifty, preservative spirit, 
which, when put to it, keeps them mind- 
ful of the truism that “business is busi- 
ness, and, as the adoption of the meas- 
nre urged by the Senater from Ohio at the 
instance of a gush of spleen against he 
Kentucky Democracy would involve the 
extension of similar prerogatives in cases 
where the gush may possibly be reversed 
or inapparent, it is by no means sure that 
the scheme will go through as nimbly as 
its friends expect. If it should, however, 
it will at once become the subject of liti- 
gation, and the delay which it will en- 
counter before the courts will more than 
counterbalance its specious advantages. 
It it should not, we shalf have it on our 
bands as a local question, entering into 
our domestic policy and dividing our 
household counsels. 

We are not going to perpetrate the sham 
zeal of representing the unity of the party 
which now polls a majority of fifty or 
sixty thousand as the be-all and end-all of 
popular stnving. On the contrary, much 
ot our dissension and many of our short- 
comings are thé direct result of a sense of 
impregnability, which has encouraged thé 
argument of feeling over the argument of 
reason, and raised up in the midst of us a 
singularly and yet an excep- 
tionally timid spirit of administration. The 
Democratic party is not likely to be se- 
tiously damaged by the threatened split; 
it can stand that; it will survive it; and it 
is not unlikely that it may profit by it. 
Moreover, we concede the right of the 
people of Central Kentucky to consult their 
inte rest, as they are domg, first ot all. Politics 
is business, and in choosing which party 
they will go with, men must seek to learn 
which party corresponds most nearly to 
their needs and wishes. This is a rule 
which we have constantly laid down, and 
at some cost, in these columns; and we do 
not mean to recede, from it now that its 
application seems to fall against ourselves. 
But, having asked the Federal Government 
to overturn all constitutional precedents 
and laws, and having formed a union with 
the Republican party at Washington and 
in Kentucky, tor the purpose of securing 
the desired subordination ot the powers of 
the State, the people of the Blue-grass 
region must, and we feel assured that they 
will, have the candor to declare that they 
are no lopger members of the Democratic

who say that it is a hard view, 
narrow view, a proscriptive view,—to 
those Democrats who do not wish to quit 
their party, but who regard a railroad as 
essential to their section,—we have to say 
that it is not necessary that there should be 
any compromise on their part. The feast 
to which they are invited 1s seductively laid 
out and tempts them because they are 
hungry. But it is a device. Cincinnati 
has wasted eighteen months already. At 
least eighteen months more will be wasted 
before she can possibly get what she wants, 
and get it in a practicable shape, either 
from Congress or from Kentucky, sup- 
posing that she wi get all she asks, a 
thing to be doubted and in any event sub- 
ject to the chances of election and litiga- 
tion. Meanwhile the Democrats of Central 
Kentucky are urged to change their coats 
and to lay aside the garments they have 
worn all ther lives, when, in less time, 
Cinemnati might obtain a general law from 
Ohio obviating every difficulty and ob- 
taining her Southern connection without a 
single sacrifice trom Central Kentucky. 


Law Reitorm. 

We publish this morning the bill intro- 
duced by Dr. Price and reported by the 
Committee on Revised Statutes in the 
House of Representatives amending the 
laws of evidence so that partiesin civil 
actions, defendants in criminal prosecu- 
tions and negroes are made competent 
witnesees. The bill is set as the special 
order for the 14th instant. 

We have expressed our views very can- 
didly on the subject of negro testimony; 
and they are now indorsed, we doubt not, 
by the very large majority of the Demo- 
cratic party. 

This act has been carefully drawn, and 
those sections which relate to civil actions 
are substantially the law in force in New 
York and Ohio, and every section has 
already received judicial construction. 
The section permitting defendants in crim- 
inal prosecutions to offer themselves as 
witnesses is copied from the law of Cali- 
fornia, and it has also received judicial 
construction. 

England, the United States (in the Fed- 
eral Courts) and most of the States have 
tried the experiment of administering 
justice by permitting those who know the 
facts te relate them to the tribunal called 
on to decide, and the experiment has 
worked satisfactorily, 

The true principle involved is that all 
accessible light should be thrown upon the 
given case to be adjudicated; that every 
means possible should be used to ascertain 
the exact truth. It is, therefore, the true 
policy to have as few restrictions, as few 
rules of exclusion, as is consistent with the 
well-being of society. The only tenable 
| ground upon which any rule ot exclusion 
can be maintained is that society will be 
injured by permitting certain classes to 
testify. This, in our judgment, applies 
only to one class, viz; That husband and 
wife should not be permitted to be called 
for or against each other. Society is 
founded on the family—the purity of soci- 
ety is measured by the confidence and 
harmony of the mantal relation; and for 
this reason there should be not offered any 
occasion of domestic dissension or expo- 

sure of marital confidences. Except this, 
all else should affect thecredibili ty, not the 


) competency, of. the witness.

_ whenever both can be heard. Where only 
one side can be told the present rules of 
evidence apply. A live man can not tes- 
tify against a dead man; a sane man 
against an insane man. So where the hus- 
band is the actor, he is the competent wit- 
ness; where the wife is the actor, she is the 
witness; but not both.

Great measures 
affecting the wealth, the good order, the 
progress and the honor of the State have 
been presented to it.

Cases in Point. 
An able lawyer, who is at the same time 
a deservedly influential Democrat, informs 
us of two cases, which we submit to the 
Legislature, believing that nearly every 
member ot that body has, in his own per- 
sonal experience, met with parallel cases. 

The judge of a court in the interior of 
this State, recently, was forced ‘to 
make a ruling which he and every 
one connected with the case knew 
to be the sole reliance of 
an unjust claim.

As a negro profited by 
this injustice, the U. 8. officials took no 
action in the matter, and we withhold 
name and date because we do not wish to 
force them to begin now. 

In the other case alluded to steps have 
already been taken to bring the judge be- 
fore the United States Courts, and we 
therefore give date and place. A few 
weeks ago, a drunken white man drew his 
knife and ran a muck in a crowd of negro 
men and women on Main street in the city 
ot Bowling Green, feartully cutting some of 
them. He was brought to trial on two in- 
dictments, but it so happened that, 
though the outrage was perpetra- 
ted in a crowded thoroughfare, 
no one but the sufferers could identity the 
assailant. Six or eight of them were 
sworn, but the defense objected to their 
testimony, and, under our law, Judge Hat- 
SELL was obliged to discharge the pris, 
oner, when no man in Bowlisg Green 
doubted his guilt. 

Will the Legislature assume the fearful 
responsibility of perpetuating a law ot evi- 
dence which not only disgusts every judge 
on our bench, but exposes him to harass- 
ing prosecutions ?

Napoleon has broken the silence of his cap- 
tivity, and issued a proclamation, in which he 
asserts the democratic charter of his dynasty 
and submits his sovereign rights again to the 
will of the people. And there is little room 
to doubt a speedy restoration of the Bona- 
parte regime in France. Had the republican 
leaders succeeded in retrieving the military 
disasters of the war and repelling the invasion, 
the glory of such service ia time of national 
travall would probably have reconciled 
France to another experiment in the direction 
of Republican government. Sut since the fall 
of Sedan the ire will and giant power of 
united Germany have wrought with deadly 
effect upon the feeble life of French Republi- 
canism. It bas failed in war as the Empire 
did. Its brief and unfortunate sway has 
shown that Napoleon was not the Jonah 
of the nation; that Germany was 
making war on the French people rather than 
on the Emperor, and had been for years making 
laborious and secret preparations for the in- 
vasion, humiliation and dismemberment of 
France. In the hour of defeat the people 
will bitterly refieet on the opposition made 
bythe liberals to the Emperor’s attempted 
preparations for the inevitable conflict, 
France now wants rest and reparation. Who 
so ler to give der peace, & 
chance to repair the damages of 
war and a promise of future 
vengeance, as Louis Napoleon? Who can 
point to such expressions of confidence and 
atteckhment on the part of the Freuch poopic? 

Who else is identified with that compromise 
’ between despotism and repubiicanism—that 
democratic 1mperialiem for which France has 
20 unmistakably shown her preference? 

In this country e wish for the’ success af 
the French Repuab io was almost universal 
but very few if any persons saw any favorable 
indications independent of the fortunes of 
wer. Patriotism suppressed all party feeling 
in Frauce to the extent of acquiescence in the 
“leadership of the fighting liberals, but no one 
could be blind to the fact that the clergy and 
the provincial noblesse who lead the peasantry 
in a solid mass, were little less hostile 
to the republicans than to the Pius 
sians. The overthrow of the Papal 
Government in Rome es the immediate 
consequence of Napoleon’s captivity, will en- 
list the whole infiuence of Catholicity in 
France on the side of his restoration. What- 
ever Paris may de France is not Republican. 
Out of tine million votes the Republicans 
have never numbered more than a million and 
a half, and these were chiefly from 
the classes whose socialistic and bloodthirsty 
tendencies are regarded with almost super- 
stitious horror by the majority of Frenchmen. 
McMahon and the army are for Napoleon, the 
clergy and the rural population are him, 
the Orleans Ponces have only the negative 
strength that rests on the persoual hostility 
which a faction of the monarchical party 
entertain towards Napoleon, aud 
if he is now repudiated by the nation it will 
be a revelation totally at variance with all 
modern manifestations of the national will.
